THE HABIT OF FAULT-FINDING. 

One of the greatest sinners against the 
minor morals, as they are sometimes called, 
is tiie habitual fault-finder. One meets him 
everywhere. At a hotel, where lie is better 
lodged ami fed titan at liis own home, lie 
makes it a point of honor to grumble at 
the cuisine aud the service, until lie be¬ 
comes an intolerable nuisance. On a rail¬ 
way car or a steamer nothing is right, and 
his fellow-travellers are given gratis his 
views on the management of tiie line. At 
a concert he finds the chorus too large or 
too “ragged,” and the tempo of tiie orches¬ 
tra is invariably too fast or too slow. If 
lie is au employe lie complains tliat liis 
work is never appreciated, and that others 
are promoted over liis head. If lie is an 
employer, work is never done to suit him, 
and while criticism pours from ltis lips, 
praise is never heard on them. If lie is a 
husband and father, pity his family for 
they have to bear continually what tiie rest 
of tiie world only hears occasionally. 

The fault-finder is not infrequently a 
“professor” ami a member of a church. In 
that case his pastor is in no danger of in¬ 
curring tiie woe pronounced upon tiie faith¬ 
ful follower of Christ when all men shall 
speak well of him. The sermon will lie 
too long or too short, too doctrinal or too 
simple, too orthodox or too liberal. 
Whether it is preached with or without 
notes, it will be wrong. Anti the churcii 
will never be in the right spiritual state; 
in revival time there will be too great zeal, 
at other times, an amazing coldness. To 
promote a general feeling of uncomfort- 
ableness and exasperation, one able fault¬ 
finder in a church is a specific tliat never 
yet failed. 

We do not say tliat tiie fault-finder is not 
a- Christian, but he is certainly a very im¬ 
perfectly developed Christian. He is the 
slave of an evil habit, of au infirmity of 
speech, that it is liis duty to overcome. 
We have often insisted on the duty of 
truthfulness aud tiie evil of exaggeration 
in speech; the fault-Huder is simply a man 
who lias fallen into the habit of exaggera¬ 
ting the evil that lie sees about him. He 
magnifies every disagreeable circumstance 
in his life to thrice its real proportions, and 
then puts his thoughts into words for the 
annoyance of others. He is essentially a 
liar, just as the niau who exaggerates the 
ordinary things he sees iuto wonders is a 
liar. Neither lies wilfully, perhaps, but 
both equally sin against the law tliat de- 
mauds truthfulness iu speech.

WHY HE CHANGED HIS MIND. 

A bright looking young fellow stood in 
the middle of a handsome room, holding a 
large kid ball in one hand, and a substan¬ 
tial bat iu the other.

I notice your suggestions to farmers 
about removing stones aud bowlders from 
their mowing and tillage lands. A great 
familiarity with the use of various kinds 
of explosives causes me to hesitate about 
advising iuexperieuced persons to use any 
of them for this purpose and for several 
reasons. 

1. For auy inexperienced persons to at¬ 
tempt blasting is very hazardous, many 
serious accidents are continually occurrin 
from the repeated attempts of farmers to 
do their owu blasting. 

2. Even if oue has had some experience 
in such work it is no small matter to keep 
tools in the proper condition, aud not 
every village blacksmith can temper drills 
properly. 

3. It is the most expensive method that 
a farmer can adopt. 

We can suggest an equally effective 
method—one that is vastly safer aud cheap 
er, and I have proved it. 

When large bowlders lie partly sunk in 
the earth, as is ofteu the case, let au exca 
vation be made all about the stoue to free 
it and develop its form and bed. This 
must be a preliminary iu auy mode of dis 
posal. These excavations must be made 
at intervals of leisure in advance. 

Early in the morning of the day set 
apart for this work let au active boy make 
a little Are, with good dry wood, ou the 
top of each boulder and keep it burning 
continually until a check or crack developes 
—as it will ultimately do—and the business 
is done as effectually as if a corps of drill¬ 
ers and blasters had worked all day. In¬ 
tense heat, concentrated at oue spot in the 
middle of the rock, will certainly cause it 
to crack open when an opeuing can easily 
be made with a piuch-bar aud the fragments 
either dragged out and put iuto a wall or 
they may be rolled iuto a pit dug beside 
the bowlder, and buried out of sight or 
reach of the plow. 

There is not so much racket aud excite¬ 
ment about the work when done in this way 
as there is iu blasting, but, for myself, 
after a good deal of experience with all 
sorts of blasting arrangements, I prefer 
the more quiet but equally effectual method 
of disposing of bowlders by fire.— Cor. 
Ploughman.

THE HANDY HOUSEWIFE. 


A liaudsome wliisk-broom holder for the 
parlor hall may be made out of a double 
thickness of cardboard, cut into a star and 
covered with a piece of plain or brocaded 
Y r elvet or satin. The back is lined with 
silesia or muslin, and a brass hook is placed 
on one of the points. A ribbon loop, end¬ 
ing in a bow, serves to hang it on the wall. 

Very pretty cologne bottles for the toilet- 
table are made out of beer bottles. Covers 
of pale pink, blue or crimson satin are sewn 
about them, and satin ribbon of the same 
shade passes about the neck and ties in a 
large bow. Tlie cover is left full at the 
top, with fringed edges. The corks are 
covered half way down with satin and a 
bow is placed on top. 

Serviceable napkiu-riugs are crocheted 
out of old-gold macreme cord, and are 
made glossy and stiff by an application of 
varnish. Work baskets and waste-paper 
baskets are made the same way, and bright¬ 
ened by bows of ribbon or velvet. 

Summer palm-leaf fans may be utilized 
for winter. Cut off the handles, bind the 
edges with crimson braid and use for table 
or lamp mats. 

Au old derby hat may be converted into a 
dainty work basket. Cover the outside 
with shirred satin of any color aud tie a 
broad band of same about the crown, witli 
a bow and ends on one side. Line the in¬ 
side with a pretty material, aud make a 
handle of twisted ribbon. 

The newest vases are china in bronze aud 
white, in the form of a baby’s shoe. To 
make one at home, take one of tlie baby’s 
shoes of any color, cover with gold or 
bronze waste both inside and out, aud place 
on the what-not. 

Long tan silk gloves that have been worn 
out during the summer, will make hand¬ 
some silk mitts for evening wear during 
the winter. Cut off the fingers and hem 
the tops neatly. Tie tlie upper end about 
tlie arm with tan satin ribbon.

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OUR SPRINGFIELD LETTER.

lu 1879 a new dry goods house opened business 
iu Springfield. There were good reasons why the 
new Ann should prosper. The men who composed 
it knew their business in every department, iu 
every respect. They knew human nature and good , 
goods. They knew how to work aud keep at it. 
They had plenty of capital and made every dollar 
tell. In tlie second place the new store was estal). | 
lis'isd in perhaps the hest location in Springfield, 1 
at the corner of Court and Main streets, the center 
of business and traffic. Opposite its front is the 
post office, where so many thousaudsgo every day; 
its side windows opening on Court square, across 
whose asphalt walks on their way to the Court 
House as the weeks and years go by almost every 
man aud woman is drawn. The City hall, too, that 
••enter of attraction for Springlield and adjacent 
towns can only be readied by passing Smith & 
Murray’s corner, lu the third place the new store 
was established on a broad and liberal basis, that 
Sfas patrons should be offered the best the market j

The Arm of Smith & Murray was aud is composed 
of two men of great experience. Mr. James M. j 
Smith was well known iu business circles in this 
city back in the sixties. He was a memiier of the 
suecesg&telloston Arm of Churchill, Gilchrist, 
Smith & Company, one of the Arst wholesale and 
retail stores of Winter street, Boston, aud after¬ 
wards the Ann of Smith & Watson of Washington 
street. Mr. rot Murray had been for many years 
the buyer of the Aim of Churchill & Watson & 
Company of Boston, one of tlie best known Arms 
iu the Uuited States. 

Tlie Springfield enterprise was a success from 
tlie start. They combined two stores in theirs very 
shortly, and extended their quarters back to the 
Adams express office. Two years later they took 
the second story of the building, excepting tlie 
front offices, auil still unable to accomodate their j 
increasing business, have just absorbed the Arst 
story and basement of the Adams express com¬ 
pany, 00 by 50 feet on eadi Aoor. Tlie Arst Aoor of 
the new addition is entered by au archway half the 
width of the front store, aud, to tlie visitorcuteriug 
the store, gives au impression of extent on a level 
surface perhaps uuequulled iu New England out¬ 
side of ltostou. 

The whole busemeut will lie occupied for tlie 
wholesale and jobbing department, which has out¬ 
grown its former quarters, the old part of tlie base¬ 
ment being reAoored and reAtted to correspond 
with tiie new.

If tw T o ballots are cast it 
will readily be shown, as but oue will be 
cancelled, and by counting the names 
checked ou the list it will be an easy matter 
to see if they correspond with the number 
of ballots cast.

MAN RUN OVER BY THE CARS’. 

Yesterday morning Dennis Mack, bag¬ 
gage master of the New London Northern 
road iu this place, met with an accident 
which deprived him of one leg, and will lay 
him up for some time.

THE PROHIBITION RALLY. 

In spite of the stormy weather last even¬ 
ing a large audience was present at Wales 
Hall to hear Rev. Mr. Kimball of Manches¬ 
ter, N. H., speak in favor of St. John aud 
Daniel. The meeting was presided over by 
Dr. W. H. Stowe, and with him on the 
platform were the clergyman of the village, 
the delegates to the representative conven¬ 
tion, and the Three Rivers glee club. After 
selections by the band and glee club, the 
speaker of the evening was introduced, aud 
for one hour and a half talked to au inter¬ 
ested and attentive audience. 

He opened his remarks by saying that he 
had a right to be believed as to his sincer¬ 
ity. Men read the party paper of their po¬ 
litical choice, and swallow everything whole 
without a thought as to whether the claims 
of the other side were worthy of careful 
consideration or not, aud he asked the au¬ 
dience to weigh conscientiously the facts 
he was to present, and see if they were not 
worthy of more than a passing thought. 
He said that it was right to vote the full 
prohibition ticket next Tuesday, and then 
pitched into the two great parties, ignoring 
Butler, for whom, however, he had gieat 
respect as a natural curiosity, and giving 
most of his attention to the Republican 
party. There were two dominant parties, 
and a third that was going to become dom¬ 
inant. The principle of the Democracy 
was to find out what the majority of the 
people wanted, and to carry out that wish, 
and the Republican party was organized on 
a basis of finding out what was right iu pol¬ 
itics, and acting accordingly, and the most 
miserable fallacy in American politics was 
that the will of the people was to rule. He 
noted the condition of the two principal 
parties, and said that the men nominated 
were not put up for their representative 
principles, but for different motives—Cleve¬ 
land because of his availability, aud Blaine 
because no other man on earth could mar¬ 
shall the political hosts so well as he. He 
thought the Republican party had aimed to 
get a platform that would take iu any oue 
from a saloon keeper to a minister, and 
had succeeded in securing oue. 

The tarilf questiou was not the chief one 
in this campaign, as with a reveuue of 
$200,000,000 per year it was only an aver¬ 
age protection of $20 for each working 
man, and that while he did not advocate its 
removal, tlie country would not be ruined 
if it were. Neither was the issue a person¬ 
al one, in which all candidates except St. 
John had shared iu the infamous abuse of 
the past few months. There was, however, 
a tariff which demanded attention, and that 
was the tax of twelve hundred millions of 
dollars levied auuually on liquors.
